spooting chrtugos wliioh had tiiken pliu-o in 
tho Cibinot, moro inirtieularly uh tlioso 
V cLungcs hud ileprivod tho Sonnto of two 
memhers of tho Cnbiuot. Tho Hon Dr. 
Clunall, of British Cohunbin, said ho folt 
obhgod from ii sonso of duty to join hia 
' '■ ronionstranoe to that of other hon. gentlo- 
nicMiJugainst any policy that might have 
thoolloctof lossoning *he infliionce and 
anthority of tlie Honato. Ho hoped there 
was no conHpiraciy to bring ahoitt such a 
result, hut if there was ho must oppose it 
from whatever quarter it iniKht cmuo. 
Tho tiovcrnniont had just coiuniitlod the 
(/,• v'r/. v bv oliujinating two of tho 
ftblost memb-rs of tho Senafo Ho rogrot- 
tod to -too thorn pursuing a i>olioy so do- 
trimeutal to the public mtmo.ts. Plic 
Senate must certainly moot for sunio 
other purpose than to W made a n.oro 
ornamental and useless ain-onda-e to tho 
House of Commons. Ho objected LMitiro- 
h' to having only two Cabinet Ministers 
ill tlia Senate, liowoTcr oapuWo tlioso goi-.- 
tl"ni(.'U nii^^ht l>o. Several other Senators 
hft'ving oi:j)ios»od more or losn dissatisfao- 
tiou on aeeoniit of ehaagos whioli wore 
calculated to impair the ])owor and lower 
the sfotiis of that hranch of rnrliameut, 
tho Hon Mr. Campbell, Postmaster Gen- 
era!, rose to offer what explanations he 
lad to give. In common with other 
nieinborn, ho keenly felt tho loss of tlio 
Minister of Marino and l-'isheries (tho 
Hon. Peter MitohoU) luul of the lato 
' Beceiver—Gonernl (tho Hon. ]^Ir. 
Chapais) , while there had also boon a 
bbanga made in the head of tho Finanoe 
-Deportment, •whioli, however, did not di- 
• 'rectly concern tho Senate. As for the 
Minister of Marine and Fisheries, who 
had retired from the Senate to the Coin- 
■ ' mous, ho considered that this llouno and 
D.- the Governmont had eiporienced a Joss by 
the change; still, whoa lookiugjat tho in- 
terests of the whole country, he thought 
^ it was for best the change had beeii made. 
' Tlio Minister of Marine and Fisheries 
■wa.! tho hoad of a department which was 
one of tlio largo ex|)onding dopartnicnta, 
and, like tho Bureau of Agrieiilturo or 
the Department of I'ublic Works, it was 
necessary that the hc.id of such de- 
partments should ho iu tlio Hou.se of 
Commons to answer quesfiona coneerning 
•rpouses whicli wore continually coming 
up. For the rvucoiver-Goueral ho would 
not presume to speak, as that gont- 
loman was present and was well able 
to answer for liimself. Bospeeting the 
other change, he deplored tho rotircment 
of tlio Into Minister of Finance (Sir 
Francis Hiucks) ; but he might say how- 
ever, that it was entirely owing to ill 
health and jirivuto neccssitios, and not to 
any discord fir disagreement whatever. 
"While, however, hisj great abilities wore 
lost to the Government in one sense, thej 
■would still enjoy the advantage of his able 
support on tho floor of tho House. Tliu 
Hon. Mr. Chai)!iis thoii rose ruid explained 
the circumstances of his rotiromeiit from 
the Cabinet, which were necessitated 1)7 
the absence! through ill-lioaltli of hif; cid- 
league. Sir George Cartier, and in his 
mind the advisability of allowing the 
Government to fill the vacancy created by 
his retirement by a member of tho jiopu- 
lar branch of tlie Legislature. Those ex- 
planatioiiK do not appear to have had the 
oflTect of altogether appeasing the indig- 
nation of certain Senators, and some re- 
marks followed whioh brought tho Secre- 
tary of State (Hon. Mr. Aikins) to his 
leot. Ho did not think there was an^- real 
ground of eoniplaint, as two memborfi of 
tho Government in that House ought to 
BufUce; and when tlie public interests snf 
fcrad it would ho time enough to com- 
plaia. It mattered little in which body 
the members of the Government were 
located. While these explanations were 
being made in the Senate, tho 
Xiowor HouHO was similarly onga- 
goJ, Sir Francis Hiucks Htating tho eir- 
eumstancoH which led to his withdrawal 
from tho Government. The reasons were 
purely of ft private and personal charac- 
te,-_ chielly coasideradons of health, his 
physician (Dr. Grant) having more than 
a year ago, advised sucli a step, (a stato- 
ni'ont wiiioh Dr. Cirant ro.'ie and corrobo- 
rated on tho iloin- of thti Hou.so) . .Sir 
Francis took occasion to say tiiat up to 
the time of his retirement tho utmost har- 
mony existed between himself and his 
oolieaguos, and tho greatest gopd feeling 
still osistod, his (!(jM!idence in the leader 
of the (iovernment,aiul in the Governmont 
as % whole, iiaving undergone no abateinrml 
■whntoTor, and it would alVurd iiim great 
pleasure to continuo to givo lliem his 
•upport on the floor of that House. It 
would appear from tlioso cxj^lanatioiM 
that all the (irit runior:j about diseord 
anil iiiueiidoes about "rats dosin-liiig a 
sinking shiii,'" iiaii inM the sliglitiiit 
groundwork of truth. V/e never sappos- 
'«d they had; but tlie country will now 
rest satisfied that thoy had not. lloverting 
to the Senate Chamber, wo confess that 
■we cannot share tho discontent there o.t- 
prftSBed. To our mind tho fewer members 
of tho Goverunient that ait in that hranch 
the better. Did it not seem neees.iary 
-that the Oovornnient.><iiouUlhave a lanutli- 
piece in tho Upper House, wo should I13 
(iispcsod to think that all the memborfi of 
the Cabinot siiould have seats in the elec- 
tivu branch; for just in projiortioii as tiio 
CJabiiiot i:i made up of mombern of tlic 
Honato does it hiso its trim roprftseutalivo 
and reaponsil)l(^ cimraeler. Indeed it had 
been made the sulijeet of I'oiiiiilaint in tlie 
lato Parliament that too hirge.ipi'oportioii 
of tho MiuiHtry had Beats iu thu non-elee- 
tivo branch, For theso reasons we are 
glad to find tho Government popular- 
ized by till! ehange. Mohi jieoplo will feel 
that ellicieaev and true responsibility iu 
the Administration aro of more value to tho 
pouDtry than the oonsidorations iupou 
' 'wbiob VP muob streus van laid i\i tho

ISflj*. 'W'aUaoe and the City 
Waier Works Again. 

Editob CoIiONIbt.— After flvo days' in- 
cubation Mr. Wallace appears again in 
tho Stdiidard on tho subject of Water 
Works. I hope ho is not liko James Car- 
digan of London, who had nine ])ints of 
water in his head. I am afraid he is a 
little ail'octod with hydrocephalus. His 
consulting engineer also would seem to 
be a person vfhoBecorpuHcollosinn is want- 
ing. Tho intellectual faculties of persons 
aU'ectod in this way are very seldom of 
tho highest onler. Now, it must very 
amusing to tho pul)lic to find Mr. Wallace 
under tha impression that His signature 
is a necessary adjunct to givo valui* to hia 
offusious. This, however, is to cliristou 
the child before it is born. Mr. Wallace 
has conceived such a high notion of his 
own imi)ortanco as to believe hia know- 
ledge and experience iu Water Wcn-ks in- 
iinitely above all others. .V. .'iiniihir feeling 
to the prido of Mr. Wallace seems to ex- 
ist in certain birds — such as turkoy-cock, 
jieacook, ifeo. Now, with rospuct to tho 
difference between hydrants and fireplugs 
I must refer Mr. Walloce to Webster for 
tho moaning of the words. I'orhaps he 
will also dispute that authority. Whore 
water is properly filtc^rcd before its pas- 
sago into pipes, no tilling of the jiipos can 
take place under tho high pressiiro Hor- 
vico system. With respout to air-valves, 
and where thoy should be placed, he re- 
fers mo to tho City Council, with respect 
to a voluntary report made by his con- 
snlling engineer. I have alreaily said that 
the rnrpu^ col/osi/m of that individual was 
wanting thoi'efcn'e his calculations would 
bo on a jiar with those of }ilv. Wallace 
himself. Tho fact is that if air-valves 
were placed on the higher levels of tho 
mains for tho purpose of letting off the 
Buoposod "air, tbo water would also es- 
cape under tho higli-iirossure system and 
uono would over roach the city, Again, 
with respect to rushing tho water through 
the pipes; iu tho first instance, no sauo 
person would do such a thing. The water 
ought to be let on gradually byseations, 
and, as I have described iu my last letter 
— this is always jirovided for in laying 
down tho main*. Mr. Wallace'.! illustra- 
tion of air in the sink is the most amusing 
of all. Ho has introduced a wihl 
thoorv of his own creation respecting tho 
bursting of pipes by air. Tho 
fact is that lead service pipes are often 
bur-sted. By turning tho cock too quick- 
ly a sudden fito))pago ot the flow is etl'ect- 
ed and loudly lieard all over a building. 
Thisisduo to the iimrliaoi tho fluid or its 
resistnnco to a obango from a stato of 
rapid motion to a state of boat — a jiroper- 
ty which it possesses in common with all 
other kinds of motion. Air has nothing 
to do with it; and again, if there is no 
rule laid down with respect to measuring 
water dischiirged from a cylinder under 
pressure, how is that iMr. Wallace saj-s a 
12-inch pipe will deliver 125 jior cent, 
more than a 9-inch ono. It looksus if his 
consulting engineer made him a gull-pi]io 
for some motive, for in his next sentence 
he informs the jniblic that he has not yet 
niuni a rule laid down, nor has ho mot a 
man who couitl tidl him how to measuri' 
water discharged from a cylinder. I am 
glad that 1 have been the first to enlighten 
him on this point. What a groat pity it is 
that a man of Mr. Wallace's vast experi- 
ence in water works should be utterly 
ignorant of this very esBontial rule. I 
think with this admission on the part af 
Mr. Wallace ho may well rctiro with 
laurels and in doing so, as a man is never 
too ohl to learn, I will refer him to page 
13 of ]\Ir. Bnlkloy's report, (with which 
he has found so much fault without oven 
reasonalde grounds) where ho will find 
two r.iee rules laid down in algebra from 
Hawksley's and Bcai-dmore's formulas for 
the diiicliargu of WHior jiijies under pres- 
sure. Thoy give very auurstto resiilts. 
There are also various authorities ujion 
this subject; and afler ho has ])erfected 
his learning on this point lexpect to see 
him returning, like Noah's fatiliful dove, 
to till! subject of water works again. 1 
havii looked into sovend formulas with re- 
Bpoft to tho Vi'oightiif east-irun i)ipo, and 
I liud them all ugiep, giving about dC'a 
lbs to tbo foot for pipe of 9-inoh internal 
diameter and inch thiok. Thorofore a 
l)-inch jupe 7-iUths inch thick at 134 lbs to 
tho yard is near enough for all )jractical 
purposi^s. Hence !Mr. Be.lkley is (piito 
correct. To follow Mr. Wallace thr<nigh 
all ccceiiti'icitics is a work which 1 don't 
caroaho\it; ami in conclusion I will re- 
mark, if a plan is bas.ul uporj my figures 
thore arc jiorsons rea<ly now to enter into 
contract and give any ariiount of se(;urity 
lo jierforju the enl ire wcn'k for S1()0,()U(). 
I will now oloBo this eorrespondonco.
